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QUALIFICATIONS OF 1943 TOWN MEETING 
VOTERS 


SEC. 3422 P. L. (as so amended by No. 47 of the 
Act of 1941) is as follows: 


“SEC. 3422 VOTERS. A male or female citizen, 
twenty-one years of age, who has taken the free- 
man’s oath and whose list, including poll, is taken 
in a town at the annual assessment preceding a 
town meeting and whose poll, old age assistance 
and flood taxes due such town, were paid prior to 
February 1st. preceding such town meeting, or who 
has attained the age of twenty-one years subse- 
quent to the last annual assessment and resided in 
the town since April 1st, last preceding or who is 
exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, while 
residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting ; 
but such male citizen or female citizen, if a resident 
of an incorporated village within such town, shall 
not vote in town meeting for the town Road Com- 
missioner unless at least fifteen per cent of the last 
highway tax of such incorporated village has been 
paid to the town treasurer to be expended upon the 
highways of the town outside of such incorporated 
village. A person qualified to vote in town meet- 
ing under the provisions of this section shall be 
qualified to vote in all other municipal meetings.”

SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


The Central school attendance has dropped from 
20 to 13 since the beginning of school, due to fam- 
ilies moving away. On the Hill we have the reverse 
condition, starting with 7 and now having 11. 


Last June it was decided not to open the Chess- 
man school but conditions changed during the sum- 
mer and the school was continued as usual. 

We have been very fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of former teachers. In coming back to teach 
they are doing much toward the war effort. 


That the whole town is conscious of the needs 
today is manifested in the cooperation secured by 
all who have participated in Salvage drives; drives 
for War Bonds; joining the Red Cross and Junior 
Red Cross; First Aid Classes; helping with the ra- 
tioning problems. In addition to all this the schools 
have tried their best to continue the regular work 
necessary for war time education. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

If the townspeople are interested in sharing the 
services of a district nurse, funds should be voted 
for the same at town meeting. | 

Remember to impress it upon the town represen- 
tative that more State Aid is needed for schools. 

Transportation is a big problem, especially for 
the pupils on the back side of the Hill. This may 
possibly be solved by closing the Chessman school 
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and paying tuition to Lunenburg. This plan may 

cost the town more money, especially if it becomes 

necessary to reopen the Riverside school.
